Man shot in face, lives 

Police release photos from Canada Day stabbing

Gunfire pierced the air of a 
north-end residential 
neighbourhood early yes¬ 
terday, ripping a bullet 
through a man's face. 

The victim, a man in his 
early 20s, was rushed to 
hospital after the shooting 
near 24 Street and 137 Av¬ 
enue around 3:30 a.m. Sun¬ 
day. 

“Though the bullet tore 
thorough his facial tissue, 
he’ll live,” Staff Sgt. Jamie 
Ewatski said yesterday. 

“The gunshot went in, 
and then exited,” Ewatski 
said yesterday. “He’s lucky 
that it struck the fleshy 
portion of the face — very 
lucky.” 

Though police believe

the victim was shot by an¬ 
other man, they’re unable 
to confirm what happened 
leading up to the shooting. 

Putting the pieces to¬ 
gether has been difficult, 
in part, Ewatski said, be¬ 
cause the victim has been 
unco-operative with inves¬ 
tigators. 

“I’m sure that after a lit¬ 
tle time in the hospital, 
and a little thought 


process, he might want to 
co-operate with us.” 

No suspects have yet 
been identified or charged 
in connection with the 
shooting. 

Police are actively inter¬ 
viewing witnesses who 
were at the scene and live 
in the area, Ewatski added. 

Meanwhile, police are 
still searching for suspects 
in relation to Edmonton’s 
14th homicide of 2009. 

Shane Edward Howarth, 
42, was stabbed to death in 
front of a crowded transit 
station on Canada Day. 
Four people — three men 
and one woman — are 
sought by police in connec¬ 
tion with the brutal public 
slaying. 

Police have released sur¬ 
veillance photos of the sus¬ 
pects on the EPS website.

Slain soldier 
returning to 
home soil

DEATH The body of the 
121st Canadian soldier to 
die in Afghanistan will 
soon arrive back on his 
home country’s soil. 

Cpl. Nicholas Bulger was 
killed in the line of duty 
Friday morning when a 
roadside bomb rocked the 
armoured vehicle he was 
in west of Kandahar. Four 
other soldiers were also in¬ 
jured in the deadly blast. 

Bulger is being remem¬ 
bered by commanding of¬ 
ficers as “tough yet 
thoughtful, dedicated to 
his profession and fiercely 
loyal.” 

“We will also mourn col¬ 
lectively, but will do so 
without losing sight of the 
mission in Afghanistan 
and the noble work that 
CF members continue to 
do on behalf of their 
fellow countrymen and of 
the vast majority of 
Afghans who strive for 
nothing more than the 
most fundamental human 
rights. Cpl Nicholas Bulger 
wouldn’t have had it any 
other way,” Commanding 
Officer Peter Dawe said in 
a weekend statement. 

A member of Edmonton- 
based 3rd Battalion, 
Princess Patricia’s Canadi¬ 
an Light Infantry, Bulger, 
30, is survived by his wife, 
Rebeka, and young daugh¬ 
ters, four-year-old Brooke- 
lyn and two-year-old Eliza¬ 
beth.

Wounded soldier dies 

Injured last month in roadside bombing in Afghanistan 


A Canadian soldier who 
was injured by a roadside 
bomb in Afghanistan last 
month has died in a 
Quebec hospital. 

Master Cpl. Charles- 
Philippe Michaud, 28, was 
seriously injured around 9 
a.m. local time on June 23 
after he stepped on an im¬ 
provised explosive device 
in the Panjwajd District, 
southwest of Kandahar. 

He was immediately air¬ 
lifted to the coalition med¬ 
ical facility at Kandahar Air¬ 
field and then transported 
to the Landstuhl Regional 
Medical Centre in Ger¬ 
many. 

On June 28, he was taken

to a Quebec City hospital. 

Doctors say he never re¬ 
gained consciousness. 

He passed away around 2 
p.m. Saturday. 


Michaud was praised as a 
model soldier who worked 
tirelessly with his fellow 
troops. 

“Veiy close to his men, 
he looked after their well¬ 
being constantly,” Col. Jean 
Marc Lanthier, commander 
of the 5th Canadian Mecha¬ 
nized Brigade Group, as he 
announced Michaud’s 
death at CFB Valcartier, 
near Quebec City. 

Michaud, who was from 
the 2nd Batalion, Royal 
22nd Regiment based at 
Canadian Forces Base Val¬ 
cartier near Quebec City, 
was on his third operational 
tour. It was his second time 
serving in Afghanistan. 


Michaud is survived by 
his wife, parents and a 
brother. 

He becomes the 122nd 
soldier to die during the 
mission in Afghanistan. 

In written statement re¬ 
leased yesterday. Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said he was “aware of 
(Michaud’s) heroic battle to 
survive severe injuries.” 

“The thoughts of all 
Canadians are with Master 
Cpl. Michaud’s family to¬ 
day,” he went on to say. 
“They are in our prayers.” 

Michaud becomes the 
fourth Canadian soldier to 
die in as many weeks.

Ease citizenship rules for foreign births: Report 


PARLIAMENT Ottawa should 
grant citizenship rights to 
people bom outside the 
countiy to a Canadian par¬ 
ent, provided the mother or 
father lived in Canada for a 
given time before the child 
was born, says a parliamen- 
taiy report. 

The recommendation 
from the standing commit¬ 
tee on citizenship and im¬ 
migration comes after Bill 
C-37, which took effect in 


April, discontinued the 
practice of giving citizen¬ 
ship to children bom out¬ 
side Canada to parents who 
are naturalized Canadians. 

“It is in Canada’s interest 
for the government to en¬ 
sure that citizenship is not 
passed on to ‘citizens of 
convenience,”’ the all-party 
committee said in its re¬ 
port. 

But it added: “We are of 
the opinion that the par¬ 


ents’ attachment to Canada 
can be measured by the 
amount of time they 
resided in Canada before 
their child was bom.” 

Bill C-37 was created in re¬ 
sponse to the problem of 
“lost Canadians”— people 
who for technical reasons 
weren’t considered citizens 
— something they learned 
about only when they ap¬ 
plied for citizenship docu¬ 
ments.

A sixth bombing 
on B.C. pipeline 


ATTACK An explosion dam¬ 
aged a natural gas pipeline 
in northeast British Colum¬ 
bia Saturday, the sixth at¬ 
tack on an energy facility 
in that area of the Canadi¬ 
an province in recent 
months. 

The explosion about 8 
kilometres south of the 
community of Dawson 
Creek, B.C., caused a leak 
but no injuries and was 
heard by crews repairing 
wellhead equipment dam¬ 
aged in a bombing Wednes¬ 
day, police said. 

“The elements of this in¬ 
cident thus far, are consis¬ 
tent with the previous 
blast sites and the RCMP 
considers this latest bomb¬ 
ing linked to the others,” 
the Royal Canadian Mount¬ 
ed Police said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Pipeline owner EnCana 
Corp said 12-inch diameter 
line carried “sour” gas that 
contains hydrogen sul¬ 
phide and can be deadly if 
breathed, but none had 
been detected by monitor¬ 
ing equipment and there 
was no threat to the public. 

The incident caused pres¬ 
sure in the line to drop, 
which activated emergency

attacks have caused injuries 
but have produced small 
gas leaks. 

valves that immediately 
shut down the pipeline and 
stopped the leak, the com¬ 
pany said. 

Investigators believe the 
saboteur is a resident of 
the area and that the inci¬ 
dents are linked to a letter 
sent to media before the 
first blast warning EnCana 
to stop drilling for natural 
gas in the area. 

The letter also com¬ 
plained about the produc¬ 
tion of “crazy” gas, which 
officials have speculated 
may be a reference to sour 
gas production. 

The company did not es¬ 
timate when the latest 
damage would be repaired, 
and the company is still 
working to stop the small 
leak caused by Wednes¬ 
day’s explosion. reuters

Man threatened boys, assaulted girl in B.C.; RCMP 


For Canadians living in 
poverty, a lack of funds 
means not only a 
constant struggle to 
make ends meet, but a 
sense of isolation from 
the rest of society. 

“It’s like living in anoth¬ 
er world, because all of the 
news and commercials are 
geared to this Canadian 
average and we don’t fit 
that profile,” said Cheryl 
Smith, managing editor of 
peacockpoverty.org. 

“None of that is accessi¬ 
ble to us.” 

Smith hopes the web¬ 
site, launched July 1, will 
be a solution. 

The idea is to use infor¬ 
mation provided by “poor 
people” and their friends 
to create a resource to im¬ 
prove the lives of Canadi¬ 
ans living in or close to 
poverty. 

It is also a place to share 
ideas and creative abili¬ 
ties, Smith said.

Smith’s duties include 
hosting the Health Portfo¬ 
lio section of the website, 
a place for people to get in¬ 
formation to improve 
their “total health; physi¬ 
cal, spiritual and mental.”

“I’m optimistic that 
we’re going to get to that 
25 per cent (corporate) tax 
rate, federal and 
provincial, by 2013 or so,”

Ancient biblical texts online today 

The surviving parts of the world’s oldest Christian bible will be reunited online today, 
generating excitement among biblical scholars still striving to unlock its mysteries. The Codex 
Sinaiticus was hand written in Greek on animal hide, known as vellum, in the mid-fourth 
century around the time of the Roman emperor Constantine the Great, who embraced Christi¬ 
anity. Surviving pages include the whole of the New Testament and the earliest surviving 
copy of the Gospels written at different times after Christ’s death by four Apostles. reuters

ago in a coup triggered by a

Mixed reaction to 
Palin's resignation 


U.S. Republican Senator 
John McCain expressed sup¬ 
port for his former presi¬ 
dential running mate, 
Sarah Palin, Saturday as 
Washington speculated 
about why the Alaska gover¬ 
nor abruptly announced 
her resignation. 

McCain made the com¬ 
ment a day after Palin 
stunned the political world 
by announcing she is step¬ 
ping down with 18 months 
left in her term. 

McCain had plucked 
Palin from obscurity to 
make her his vice presiden¬ 
tial running mate in last 
year’s presidential cam¬ 
paign, won by Democrat 
Barack Obama. 

But Alaska’s Republican 
Senator Lisa Murkowski is¬ 
sued a statement saying, “I 
am deeply disappointed 
that the Governor has de¬ 
cided to abandon the State 
and her constituents before 
her term has concluded.” 

A polarizing figure who is 
mainly popular among con¬ 
servatives, Palin has often 
been considered a con¬ 
tender for the Republican

presidential nomination in 
2012. Her decision, an¬ 
nounced in a rambling, dis¬ 
jointed statement in her 
home town of Wasilla, Alas¬ 
ka, fueled speculation that 
she might be seeking to po¬ 
sition herself for a run.

They happen because 
we as individuals make the 
choice not to take transit or 
to rely on some other more 
sustainable form of trans¬ 
portation and instead de¬ 
cide to hop in private vehi¬ 
cles. 

And until we start decid¬ 
ing to rely on transit and 
create a demand for better 
service and an overall bet¬ 
ter system, ETS will contin¬ 
ue to be able to justify its 
lack of service because the 
demand simply is not 
there.

Alcohol can keep you 
healthy, wealthy, wise 


Moderate drinkers are 
wealthier, more educated 
and less likely to be dis¬ 
abled than teetotalers, 
which explains some, but 
not all, of the association 
between moderate alcohol 
consumption and longer j 
life, according to a new | 
study.

After 
accounting for sever- I 
al factors that could 
influence alcohol use I 
and mortality, the ef- ] 
feet was weakened, 
but moderate ] 

drinkers were still 28 ' 
per cent less likely to 
die than non¬ 
drinkers. 

The first study to 
show that moderate 
drinkers live longer 


than either teetotalers or 
heavy drinkers was pub¬ 
lished in 1923. But the jury 
is still out on whether 
moderate drinkers are sim¬ 
ply healthier overall than 
non-drinkers, or if alcohol 
itself used in moderation 
does benefit health, Lee 
and colleagues note. 

According to Lee and 
colleagues, people who 
1 had a drink a day had a 
significantly higher so¬ 
cioeconomic status 
than non-drinkers, 
as measured by in¬ 
come, wealth, and 
years of education. 
For example, 37 per 
cent of drinkers had 
a college education, 
compared to 14 per 
cent of non¬ 
drinkers, and 52 per 
cent of drinkers had 
$300,000 in assets, 
while 21 per cent of 
non-drinkers did.

$1.74 billion. Teck will sell 
101.3 million shares at 
$17.21 each, a seven per 
cent discount to 
Thursday’s closing price of 
$18.50 on the TSX. 

Despite the discount, 
Teck shares rose 8.1 per 
cent, or $1.49 to $19.99, 
the biggest gain among 
base metals miners in 
Toronto. 

The deal, which will

No kidding, U.S. now green leader

f asked what major 
global shift occurred 
in the United States 
last week, how many 
would answer: “The 
loss of the King of Pop?” 

With all due respect to 
Michael Jackson and his 
family, far more impor¬ 
tant history was made in 
the United States, but was 
lost in coverage of this 
sudden and tragic death. 


While Canadians have 
been enjoying the sum¬ 
mer, heading for the cot¬ 
tages, firing off bottle 
rockets, and watching 
Thriller retrospectives, 
the U.S. has become the 
global leader on efforts to 
reduce greenhouse gases. 

No kidding! Do you feel 
a bit like Rip van Winkle 
waking up to a different 
world? At the end of June, 
the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives passed a bill 
that mandates a 17 per 
cent reduction in green¬ 
house gases by 2020 and 
an 83 per cent reduction 
by 2050. The reductions 
are to be accomplished by 
putting a price on carbon 
dioxide emissions and in¬ 
stituting a cap and trade 
system. 

Also included is a man¬ 


date that 20 per cent of 
energy come from renew¬ 
able sources by 2020. 


To maintain perspec¬ 
tive, many countries have 
set more aggressive tar¬ 


gets, but given the per 
capita energy use in the 
U.S., no legislative man¬ 
date to date in any coun¬ 
try would have greater 
global impact. 

What does this mean for 
us? Potentially a common 
market for trading carbon 
credits. We’ve been disap¬ 
pointed in the past about 
Canada pulling out of the 
Kyoto obligations and de¬ 
veloping modest, much 
longer-term objectives (i.e. 
for future governments to 
worry about). 

With the current global 
economy, more aggressive 
action to curb carbon 
emissions is untenable 
(probably more politically 
than economically). But, 
examined in the light of 
America’s move, our gov¬ 
ernment’s policies seem 


brilliant. Harper is a ge¬ 
nius (stop laughing)! If a 
common market for car¬ 
bon is established under 
NAFTA, Canadian indus¬ 
tries may become cleaner 
more by carrot than by 
stick. Industries would 
have an incentive to emit 
less carbon, being able to 
sell remaining credits. 

Now, before running 
out and investing in wind¬ 
mills, an important caveat 
is that the U.S. bill must 
still be passed by the Sen¬ 
ate, which will consider it 
later this summer. 

The legislation could be 
weakened or killed out¬ 
right. We’ll have to wait 
and see, and hope.

Global warming shifting 
seasons, says aid agency 


DROUGHT Global aid agency 
Oxfam says impoverished 
communities are being hit 
hard by the effects of glob¬ 
al warming, including in¬ 
creased drought. 

Oxfam says interviews 
with farmers in 15 coun¬ 
tries in Africa, Asia and Lat¬ 
in America show that sea¬ 
sons are shrinking in num¬ 
ber and variety. This is de- 
stro 5 dng harvests, pushing 
farmers to abandon tradi¬ 
tional crops and causing 
widespread hunger. 

Rainfall is reported to be 
more erratic, shorter and 
more violent. Unusual 
weather events — includ¬ 
ing storms, drier spells and 
fluctuating temperatures 


— are happening more of¬ 
ten. And farmers say winds 
and storms have got 
stronger. 

“We think ‘changing sea¬ 
sonality’ may be one of the 
most significant impacts of 
climate change for poor 
farmers, and that is hap¬ 
pening now,” said Oxfam 
program researcher John 
Magrath in a new report. 

Savio Carvalho, Oxfam’s 
climate change adviser for 
the developing world, said 
global warming was al¬

The stalwart defen¬ 
sive-midfielder closes down 
passing lanes and creates 
counter-attacking opportu¬ 
nities with a Bob Marley- 
like calm. He’s perhaps the 
best player to ever come 
out of the Canadian system. 

3 Stephen Hart-style soc¬ 
cer. Unlike some (Dale 
Mitchell) who have 
tried to force a style of play 
on a team (Dale Mitchell), 
Hart is confident enough to 
trust his players to a style 
that suits them. His free- 
flowing game is highly en¬ 
tertaining. Unlike some. 

4 The proximity to home 
makes travelling sup¬ 
port possible. Hosted 


by the Americans, both the 
semi-finals and final will be 
in Chicago. As well, Canada 
plays El Salvador at Crew 
Stadium in Columbus, 
Ohio, tomorrow. Red looks 
great in Crew stadium and 
best of all, Columbus is 
now sporting a police force 
that has been Taser free for 
99 days. Here’s hoping they 
make it to a hundred. 

5 It’s a tournament we 
can win. And that’s not 
something Canadians 
can lay claim to veiy often.

McNair's death a homidde; Cops 


SHOOTING Police yesterday 
ruled the death of former 
NFL quarterback Steve Mc¬ 
Nair a homicide, a day af¬ 
ter his bullet-riddled body 
was found in a Nashville 
apartment along with the 
body of his girlfriend, 
whose death has not been 
classified. 

McNair, who was 36, was 
shot four times — twice in 
the head, twice in the 
chest, according to a 
statement posted on 
the Nashville police 
website. 

A semi-automatic 
pistol was found un¬ 
derneath the body 
of McNair’s girl- 
friend, 20-year-old Steve McNair 
Sahel Kazemi, who 
was shot in the head. 

There was no sign of 
forced entiy into the con¬ 
dominium. But police did 
not speculate in the state¬ 
ment on whether Kazemi 
is believed to have mur¬ 
dered McNair and commit¬ 
ted suicide. 

“While it is clear Mc¬ 
Nair’s death is a homicide, 
the police department is 
not classifying Kazemi’s 
death pending further in¬ 



vestigation and interviews 
with persons who knew 
her and McNair,” Nashville 
police said in the state¬ 
ment. 

The Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco & Firearms is as¬ 
sisting police in tracing 
the purchase and owner¬ 
ship of the pistol. Police al¬ 
so plan to follow up with 
staff at two nightspots Mc¬ 
Nair visited on Friday 
night and early Sat¬ 
urday, the state¬ 
ment said. 

The bodies were 
found on Saturday 
by sporting goods 
dealer Wayne Nee¬ 
ley, with whom Mc¬ 
Nair rented the con¬ 
dominium. Neeley 
called a friend who came 
to the apartment and 
called the police. 

A witness reported that 
McNair had arrived at the 
condo early Saturday 
morning and that Kaze¬ 
mi’s vehicle was already 
parked outside, the police 
statement said. Police 
were told McNair, who was 
married, and Kazemi had 
been dating for several 
months. reuters

Massive demand for memorial 


More than half a million 
fans from around the 
world applied for 17»500 
free tickets to Michael 
Jackson’s public memorial 
service next week, organ¬ 
izers said over the 
weekend as a massive se¬ 
curity operation got 
underway. 

The life and music of the 
self-proclaimed “king of 
pop,” who died of sudden 
cardiac arrest July 25, will 
be celebrated tomorrow at 
the Staples Center, a bas¬ 
ketball arena in downtown 
Los Angeles. 

Officials Friday unveiled 
an ambitious online lot- 
teiy that will allow fans to 
attend either the televised 
service at the arena or 
watch the proceedings on 
a big screen at the nearby 
Nokia Theatre. 

But within minutes, the 
staplescenter.com server 
crashed. 

“You might want to con¬ 


sider watching this from 
the comfort of your own 
home,” said Los Angeles 
City Councilwoman Jan 
Periy, who is doubling as 
the city’s acting mayor. 

The ceremony will also 
streamed online. 

A wide area around the 
venues in downtown Los 
Angeles will be blocked off 
for the 10 a.m. event. Both 
local and state law-enforce¬ 
ment agencies have been 
marshaled for duty.

Jackson book a headache for Jackie O 


Michael Jackson crossed 
swords with a lot of 
people when he was alive, 
but perhaps none more 
important than Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onassis. 

The former first lady, in 
her capacity as an editor at 
Doubleday Books, secured 
a coveted book deal with 
the pop star in 1984, when 
he was still riding high on 
the success of his ''Thriller'' 
album released two years 
earlier. 

"She was only person in 
America who could get 
him on the phone," 
Stephen Davis, the ghost¬ 
writer of Moon Walk, said 
in a recent interview with 
Reuters. 

According to a People 
magazine article at the 
time, Onassis paid Jackson 
a $300,000 advance for the 
book. Davis received what 
he termed "a generous flat 
fee.” 

The book came out in 
1988, topped the New York 
Times Best Sellers list, and 
quickly sold out of its ini¬ 
tial print run of almost 
500,000 copies, he re¬ 
called. 

"That was an extremely 
successful book. They 
made money on it," Davis 
said.

The book’s major 
“scoop” was Jackson’s alle¬ 
gation that he was beaten 
by his father. 

Davis did not think it was 
odd that a preteen boy was 
always on hand at Jackson’s 
Encino, Calif, home where 
the interviews took place 
over an intermittent eight- 
month period. 

“It was like his ward. It 
was like Batman and 
Robin. He was a very nice 
kid,” Davis said. “But there 
were several of them. 

“I’m sure they were bed¬ 
ding down with Mike, but I 
don’t believe for a minute 
that he ever molested 
them or touched them or 
an 5 d:hing like that, or gave 
them alcohol.” 

Rather, Davis surmised 
that they were pla 5 nnates 
in Jackson’s innocent fan¬ 
tasy world. They would 
play videogames, watch 
movies and run errands for 

him. REUTERS 



The obvious next step 
was to print more copies, 
and then prepare a paper¬ 
back version. But Jackson, 
who had total control of 
the project, vetoed both 
plans — annoying Onassis. 

“There was so much bad 
feeling when it didn't go 
back to press,” Davis said. 
"It wasn't a great expe¬ 
rience for her." 

Relations be¬ 
tween the two 
cultural icons 
were already 
strained, be¬ 
cause Jackson 
had threatened 
to block the 
book's publication 
unless Onassis 
wrote a 
gushing 
fore¬ 
word. 

Onas¬ 
sis, 
who 
fiercely 
guard¬ 
ed her 
privacy 
and did 
not 

want her 
name in 
any book 
she edited, 
reluctantly 


made an exception and 
turned in a three-para¬ 
graph blurb. 

Davis had won over Jack- 
son with his infamously 
seamy Led Zeppelin biogra¬ 
phy Hammer of the Gods, 
which was packed with 
tales of underage groupies, 
orgies and massive drug 
abuse. 

Moon Walk on the 
other hand, with an 
apparently asexual 
and temperate 
childlike subject, 
was essentially “a 
veiy, veiy expensive 
press release,” Davis 
said.

Turkey Escalopes 
with Lemon and 
Parsley 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 lemons 

8 sprigs of fresh parsley 

4 thin slices turkey breast, 
or turkey escalopes. 

Salt and black pepper 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 

3 tbsp (45 mL) unsalted 
butter 

5 tbsp (75 mL) chicken 
stock 

METHOD: 

1. Squeeze juice from one 
lemon into bowl and set 
aside. Wash any wax from 
other lemon, cut into thin 
slices and set aside for gar¬ 
nish. Rinse and diy parsley 
and set 4 sprigs aside for 
garnish; finely chop rest 
and set aside. 

2. Place turkey slices or 
escalopes, one at time, be¬ 
tween two sheets of plas¬ 
tic wrap and pound gently 
with rolling pin until 
extremely thin. Season 
with salt and pepper. 

3. Heat oil and half the 
butter in large fiying pan 


over high heat, until bub¬ 
bling. Quickly fiy 
escalopes, two at time if 
necessaiy, 1 1/2 minutes 
each side, until lightly 
browned and no longer 
pink in middle. Then 
transfer to warm dish. 

4. Pour stock into frying 
pan and heat, stirring and 
scraping up residue from 
bottom. Add half the 
lemon juice, remaining 
butter, and parsley. 
Reduce to simmer, add 
escalopes, overlapping if 
necessaiy, and any juices, 
and heat through for 30 
seconds per side. Season 
to taste, and add more 
lemon juice if you like, 
then serve garnished with 
lemon slices and parsley.
